At this time it is a duty of the 


court to make certain that you 
will clearly and fully comprehend 
the purpose and place of the charge 
in this trial. As jurors you are 
sworn to return a true verdict ac- 
cording to the law and the evi- 
dence in the case. In order that 
you may render such verdict, the 
General Code of the State of Ohio 
provides that it shall be the duty 
of the trial court to carefully in- 
struct you as to the law which ap- 
plies to this case. It is your duty 
to follow the instruction which the

B. That means milk, whole grain 
or cereals, cggss, vegetables, fruits. 
This warning, the Bureau of Home 
Economics points out, is more than 
ever needed where food supplies 
arc short and pocketbooks low in 
cash. Mother and the baby have 
special needs, and for them the 
pocketbook 
must somehow be 


stretched—if not the family poc- 
ketbook, then the community chest. 


Nutritionists have found, the bu- 


reau says, that deficiency of vita- 
min B in the food of the expectant 
or nursing mother means either 
very poor mother's milk for the 
baby, or none at all. Some author- 
ities go so far as to say there may 
not even be any baby, if an ex- 
pectant mother is suffering from a 
vitamin B deficiency. 


Vitamin B is found, it is ture, in 


so many kinds of food, that any 
well-fed human being is practically 
certain to get. it in sufficient quan- 
tity for ordinary needs. But this 
vitamin is not stored in the body 
so effectively as are other vita- 
mins. Therefore, to meet the dou- 
ble need of mother and baby, be- 
fore and after the baby is born, 
mothers require a special intake 
of foods rich in vitamin B. Even 
this, it has proved, may not guar- 
antee enough vitamin 
B for the 


baby, and that is another reason 
for the tomato juice, or orange 
juice, nowadays recommended for 
babies as a source of vitamin C.

With the international olive branch in danger of being converted into a cactus overnight, a* a result ot 
the Japanese invasion of Shanghai, the prospect of the United State* Nary in the Pacific is comforting, 
not only to those of us who sit complacently at home reading the latest developments, but more so to 
our fellow countrymen and women who are in the International Settlement at the very florin-center. If 
it was inevitable thai, trouble should come, it could not have arrived at a more opportune time; for the 
U. S. Navy, thanks to the scheduled maneuvers off the Hawaiian Islandi, ii in a strategic position for 
coping with any development that might arise. 
The islands where the major portion of the fleet is con- 


centrated are over 2,000 miles from San Francisco, over 4,000 from Shanghai and about the same dis- 
tance from the Philippines.
